^usually giieater-r'.fKancereaUzatloiir- to1 
me, the Roycroft Shop and the Roy- 
croft Inn were better, more complete, 
more beautiful, than I--expected to 


-find them. 


After being shown the sights by a 


Roycroft girl, I felt like exclaiming 
Eureka! for here my tastes, my'ideas 
of simplicity, of beauty, of the dig- 
nity of labor and of the brotherhood, 
of man are being materialized* and ex- 
emplified, « 


When a mere boy, i was a lover of 


the beautiful, of simplicity, of har- 
mony. As I traveled about I-saw so 
'many hideous man-made things that 
were 
called 
beautiful; 
so many 


homes, business places and public 
buildings trimmed with gew-gaws and 
"ornamental" nothings—so much of 
the complex and so little of the sim- 
ple, that I often became disgusted 
with my surroundings, and at dif- 
ferent times in my younger days 
have given? up profitable employment 
to get away from unsightly environ- 
ment. Such moves were good for my 
feelings but hard on the pocket-book, 
and ^caused some of my ephemeral 
friends to refer to me as a "dream- 
er,"* a "rainbow-chaser," a "Ponce 
de Leon." 
" 'Many a time I have been told that 
my tastes and notions were "old- 
fashioned," "out-of-date," 
"Quaker- 


fled," that simplicity was only a 
hobby with me, my brotherhood of 
man idea.3 "impracticable," and so 
forth, -and so on. 


Having been told this so often by 


friends and foes, I had commenced 
to think -perhaps the said friends and 
foes were right and I was wrong; 
when presto, change—like a flash— 
I found the Roycrofters, under the 
guidance of that practical genius, 
Elbert Hubbard, the founder of the 
institution, doing just what I had 
thought about, -and talked about, 
and advocated for years. They are 
crystalizing, vitalizing and populariz- 
ing • my 
"old-fashioned," 
"out-of- 


date," "Quakerfied" notions. 


Are you surprised then, Mr. Edi- 


tor, that I am chuck full of enthusi- 
asm about the Roycrofters and their 
work? 


Who are the Roycrofters and what 


do they stand for? some may ask. 


I will try to tell you; but to tell 


you all would mean to write a book. 
Mr. Hubbard tells us that from 1650 
to 1690 in London, Samuel and 
Thomas Roycroft printed and made 
very beautiful books.

THE LAST ROtiL-CALL 


For-Soldiers of the Mexican War Ap- 


proaching. 


The survivors-of the Mexican War 


are few in number. 


One hundred thousand men were 


called and mustered into the service 
of the United States during the three 
years' .campaign and they all reached 
Mexican soil; the national road from 
Vera Cruz to the City of Mexico was 
lined with recruits ready for the oc- 
cupation of the country from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Atlantic coast though 
many of- them were not engaged in 
battle. 


Less than a year ago the muster 


foils revealed the astounding fact 
that scarcely 3,000 could answer roll- 
call. 
At a reunion of Mexican vet- 


erans in Washington City last sum- 
mer/the number was short of 100. 
My old friend, Mr. McCallion, of Bed- 
ford township was present and rep- 
resented the few survivors of the 
Mexican -war in tills county. 


-A few years more and Mexican war 


veterans, not unlike the illustrious 
heroes of the Revolution, shall all 
have answered the last roll-call. 


Sixty-one years ago war was de- 


clared between the United States and 
.the Republic of Mexico. • The first 
blood was shed on the Rio Grande, 
Captain Thornton's company was cap- 
tured and destroyed and blood gleam- 
ed in the heavens. War was inevita- 
ble and camp-fires lighted up the Rio 
Grande to the bloody field of Buena 
Vista. In that terrible conflict, when 
the American army was cut in twain 
by the overwhelming hosts of Gen- 
eral Santa Anna, General Taylor, in 
the moment of his desperation, gave 
the now famous order, "A tittle more 
grape, Captain. Bragg," and great 
lanes were mowed down in the ranks 
of Santa Anna's brilliant legions 
In 


those terrific engagements «along the 
historic Rio Grande gallant com- 
manders lost their lives -but their 
memory lives in history.

of Mexico with its picturesque lakes, 
mounds and snow-capped mountains, 
glittering in the noon-day sun. 


After a long delay the Government 


pensioned the Mexican veterans— 
only those who had arrived at a cer- 
tain age, quite up in years 
'Some 


years ago a member of my company 
traveled perhaps 150 miles to see me 
and get his pension papers made out. 
That brave soldier was wounded in 
scaling the walls in storming the 
castle Chapultepec. 
He received a 


wound on his head and his mind was 
Impaired at times. 
My comrade, 


Thomas Davis, was quite up in years 
and I employed Squire Garlinger to 
make out his papers, and gave him a 
little aid; I have never heard from 
him since. The Mexican soldiers are 
justly entitled to liberal compensa- 
tion, for millions have come into the 
United States treasury by the blood 
of Americans shot "on the plains of 
Mexico.

Louisiana, the United States govern- 
ment directed Lewis and Clark to ex- 
plore the Mississippi river and in 
making that exploration they reached 
the Pacific Ocean. At.the same time 
Lieut. Zebulum U. Pike was ordered 
to explore the upper Mississippi re- 
gion. In a canoe he passed through 
the rapids and reached the foot of the 
falls. His canoe and stores were car- 
ried over the portage above the falls. 
He then fully describes them and 
says "these rapids may properly be 
called a continuation or the falls for 
they are equally entitled to that ap- 
pellation with the falls of the Dela- 
ware and Susquehaniia rivers. 


In 1817 Maj. Stephen H. Long of 


the United States Engineer Corps was 
directed to select a site for a fort 
on the upper Mississippi. He arriv- 
ed at the falls on July 16 of that 
year and encamped on the east shore 
just below the cataract. 
His de- 


scription - is 
confirmatory 
to that 


given by Lieut. Pike. The banks of 
the river were about 100 feet high; 
on the left the Mississippi river was 
hurrying through its channels with 
great 
velocity, and about three- 


fourths of a mile above, "in plain 
view, was the majestic cataract of St. 
Anthony. 
The roaring of the river 


and the thunder of the cataract, all 
combined to render the scene most 
Interesting and magnificent." 
The 


perpendicular fall of the water at 
the cataract, as stated by both Pike 
and Long, was 16% feet. 
To this 


height, however, four or five feet 
may be added for the rapid descent, 
which immediately succeeds the per- 
pendicular fall, within a few yards 
below. 
Just at the falls the river 


was divided into two parts by an 
island (now called NIcollet) which 
extends'considerably above and be- 
low the falls and was about 500 
yards long. 
The channel on the 


west side of the Island was about 
three times the width of the east 
side; 
however, two-thirds of the 


water passed through the west chan-

A Celebratert Clock. 


The art of the clockmaker has 


achieved many remarkable triumphs 
during many centuries. Sometimes it 
Is a clock wonderful for the complexi- 
ty of its movements and its busy popu- 
lation of automatons that attracts our 
admiration, like that in the Cathedral 
of Strassburg. At other times the im- 
mense size of the machinery and the 
dials excites astonishment. This Is the 
case with the celebrated -clock In the 
tower of the Church of St. Rombaut at 
Mechlin. A writer in La Nature thinks 
this clock possesses the largest dials 
that exist in the world. There are four 
of them, one on each side of the great 
square tower, and their extreme diam- 
eter is nearly thirty-seven and one-half 
feet. The figures showing the hours 
are nearly six and one-half feet high, 
and the hands have a length of nearly 
twelve feet. 


Some Old Time Giants. 


Cajanus, a Swedish giant who was 


nine feet Jiigh, was on exhibition- In 
London in 1742, and several old hand- 
bills still exist which set fortn the 
measurements of this freak of nature. 
Thirty years later we have Charles 
Byrne, who was eight feet four inches 
in height in his stockinged feet. He, 
however, died young, at the age oft 
twenty-two, from bard drinking. Cot- 
ter O'Byrne, another Irish giant, fol- 
lowed a few years later. 
He was 


born at Kinsale in 1761 and at the age 
of fifteen was eight feet high. This 
by the time he was twenty-three had 
increased to nine feet four inches, and 
then he changed his name to O'Brian 
in order to make people think that he 
was descended from King Brian Bo- 
roihme and went on exhibition. 
At 


that business he, of course, soon real- 
ized a very comfortable fortune and re- 
tired, dying at Clifton on Sept. 8, 1S04.

tistic, an'd there is certainly a fra- 
ternal feeling among the workers. 


On the desks and work tables you 


will see flowers, ferns or smilax. 
Upon the walls are pictures, mottoes, 
and quotations. 
As Mr. Hubbard 


says: 
"The intent has been to cre- 


ate an atmosphere in which souls 
can grow—in which men and women 
can work up to their highest and 


'jest; a place where chey can get an 
•education and earn a living at the 
same 'time." Anything selfish about 
that? No-sir-ree! 


Here are four epigrams by Elbert 


Hubbard. 
I saw them in the Roy- 


croft book shop:

illuminated and framed by Roycroft- 
ers:

line of evolution -and is learning to 
the end." 


I chopped wood with Mr. Hubbard 


at the Inn wood-pile, caught ball with 
him,' chatted 'with him, heard' him 
lecture, and walked to the woods ID 
January with Mr. and Mrs. Hubbard, 
some visitors, and a lot of Roycroft 
workers. 
1 saw nothing about the 


man that smacks of conceit, selfish- 
ness or egotism. To me he is a mod- 
est, natural, fearless, rugged man— 
one of the plainest men you ever saw; 
a regular old-fashioned neighbor of a 
fellow. I complimented him and jol- 
lied him, just to see-him display some 
of the egotism and conceit he is cred- 
ited with possessing, but failed to 
bring any to the surface. If he has 
any he is too modest or too cute to 
display it.

Hubbard surely has, usually typify 
his talent, tastes and desires.

practical ideas and an abundance of 
good common sense. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hubbard are living 


life as you dreamed of it when you 
were young. 
They have lived for 


others^and have begun reaping where 
they had sown. 
They have worked 


a good bit, and traveled a good bit, 
and read a good bit, and written a 
good bit, and have had a good time 
generally, believing as they do in 
work, love- and laughter. 
On the 


20th of March, Mr. and Mrs. H.ub- 
bard and their little daughter Miriam 
will sail for Europe,, visiting England, 
Ireland, Scotland, France- and Hol- 
land.- They expect to be gone about 
two months. This is the way to live. 
But how few ijeople live that way? 


About two blocks from the Roy- 


croft Inn there is a quaint log house. 
It is the home of Elbert Hubbard II. 
As this is a private home, few out-of- 
town visitors get to see the interior. 
I was lucky—-had an opportunity to 
examine carefully both the interior 
and exterior of the cabin. My little 
twelve-year-old Iriend Miriam Hub- 
bard told me it was the most beauti- 
ful house she had ever seen, and 
Miriam has traveled a good bit and 
is a close observer. As she said, "Its 
beauty is in its simplicity," and then 
added, "Nothing can be beautiful 
that is not simple." And that is true. 
In this pleasant cabin home there 
lives a little bright-eyed baby, Lin- 
nette Hubbard, the only grandchild 
of Elbert Hubbard. 
Mrs. Hubbard, 


Jr. told me Linnette has four living 
great-grandmothers. 


Years ago, before Elbert Hubbard, 


Jr. was born, I had a fancy for log 
houses, and often wished I could woo 
and win a girl who would be willing 
to share rny joys and sorrows in a log 
house. 
And now, after visiting in 


this unique home, where housekeep- 
ing is so easy and so simple, I feel 
that I want to spend the closing years 
of my life in a log house with a big 
stone chimney and open wood fire—in 
old Bedford, of course—and there 
Sister Stella and I will invite the boys 
and girls of years agone to eat apples, 
pull taffy, crack nuts and jokes, 
drink cider and spin yarns with us in 
the little log house opposite the old 
Presbyterian grave-yard. 
Boys and 


girls, are you laughing? 
I think I 


hear you.

river to where the portage road com- 
mences, below the falls, is, according 
to Pike, 58 feet; the entire fall from 
the head to the foot of the rapids is 
not, probably, much less than 100 
feet. 


Hennepin, LaSalle, Carver, Pike 


and Long all agree that the river 
banks and the island were covered 
with shrubbery and trees of various 
kinds and also with grasses, flowers, 
red and white roses, etc. That coun- 
try around the falls was extremely 
beautiful and on the whole, when the 
falls are included, which may be seen 
at a distance of four miles, a more 
pleasing and picturesque view can- 
not be found anywhere. 


As the description of the falls, as 


given by the early visitors thereto, 
has been given, it will be, proper to 
give a later description. 
But as I 


have not had either the pleasure or 
the opportunity to see them "before 
the beauties as God made them had 
been marred by the hand of man," 
or before the commercialism of the 
age had harnessed the falls to the 
wheels of progress, when they could 
be seen in all their pristine loveli- 
ness, beauty, grandeur and majesty. 
I will not attempt to give a descrip- 
tion of them. 
However, the follow- 


ing 
condensed 
description, 
taken 


from the history of Hennepin county, 
may give some faint idea of their 
appearance 
in 1847, before they 


were touched by ruthless man. Visi- 
tors standing on the high ground, 
near the present University build- 
ings, obtained a splendid view of the 
Falls of St. Anthony. 
"At this 


point they would halt, spell-bound, 
and, reclining on the green grass, take 
in the magnificent view. 
The fall 


"was the central figure, where the 
mighty Father of Waters leaps over 
the limestone rocks 25 or 30 feet to 
the foot of the precipice, extending 
in nearly a straight line from Henne- 
pin island to the east bank, forming 
a gentle curve from the island to 
the west bank (Minneapolis proper)," 


"The roaring of the falls seemed 


to threaten the solid land but the 
rainbow of promise beckoned the 
traveler, inviting his approach and 
holding out rich rewards. 
Just be- 


low the falls, but in the midst of the 
spray, was a little green island called 
'Spirit Island,' 
(The Indian legend 


I have not room to give). The banks 
and the islands were covered with 
beautiful evergreens. 
* 
* 
At 


time (1847), the falls were near^ 


ly perpendicular and that of the main 
channel many hundred feet lower 
down (the river) than the present 
fall. 
'Spirit Island,' 
now almost 


washed away, was then of consider- 
able size and -covered with woods, 
and only a little below the main fall 
or cataract, Hennepin and Nicollet Is- 
lands were densely wooded." 


The Origin of the Falls 


Geologists all agree in their opin- 


ions, in regard to the origin of wa- 
terfalls, or cataracts, and their re- 
cession, or gradual destruction, that 
they are produced through the joint 
action of water and frost. The same 
inexorable laws of nature which por- 
duce them, in time destroy them. 


The general contour of the country 


along the Mississippi river for a dis- 
tance of some ten miles, including 
the original and the present falls, in 
a belt ranging from one to six miles 
in width, is nearly level, with an un- 
dulating duft surface which has been 
modified by the river, and presents 
nearly a level plain. 
"With the re- 


moval of the drift, the principal out-

cropping rocks are the Trenton lime- 
,tone, in a horizontal position, (be- 
ing the same limestone which stands 
ligh up in Morrison's Cove, Snake 
5pi ing Valley and Friend's Cove in 
3 ad ford county, Pa.) and the St. 
?eter's sandstone, so called here. The 
Trenton limestone formation is com- 
posed of three distinct layers—the 
jpper Trenton, the green shale and 
he lower Trenton. 
At the falls the 


;wo upper layers have been carried 
iway with the drift, leaving only the 
lower Trenton in proximity to the 
falls, and it is boldly exposed along 
the bluffs both above and below. The 
fact that the harder limestone of the 
lower Trenton is superimposed on the 
softer St. Peter's sandstone, is the 
true cause of the St. Anthony and 
Minnehaha Falls, and, in fact, is the 
:ause of all similar falls everywhere, 
including Niagara Falls. The water 
percolating through the fissures in 
the rocks to the soft sandstone, it is 
heaved up by the action of the frost 
and then the water cuts away the un- 
derlying soft sandstone, thus produc- 
ing, 
after many years of erosion, a 


great waterfall. 


Professor Hall, a noted geologist 


of 
Minnesota, has 
advanced 
the 


theory that in the Glacial Age an 
immense glacier floated to and fro 
over the confluence of the Mississippi 
and Minnesota rivers and in process 
of time scraped away, at this point, 
the hard layer of limestone, and then 
when the glaciers passed away, the 
melted water ran down in great vol- 
ume and with tremendous power, 
and washed away the underlying soft 
sandstone and other soft measures, 
thereby making an enormous cavity 
in the beds of these two rivers, and 
by this cataclysm was this great cata- 
ract produced. The theory appears 
to be very plausible, for these rea- 
sons. 
The great volume of water 


rushing down the stream deepened 
and widened it, so that at this point 
it became over half a mile wide and 
200 feet below the top of the bluffs; 
and further down, at the present site 
of St. Paul, the river spread to a 
width of one mile and became nearly 
300 feet below the-bluffs. 
(A part of 


this difference in the elevation of the 
bluffs above the river bed may be ac- 
counted for by the higher natural ele- 
vation of the entire river banks.) 


While from the cataract up the 


iver it gradually became narrower 
until the present tails are reached, 
and here the rivei is only 1,200 feet 
n width, while the bluffs dwindle to 
00 feet in height 
One thing is ab- 


solutely certain, the falls had their 
jeginning at or near the confluence 
of the two rivers 


The Recession ot the Falls 


As I have alreadj stated, the same 


:auses which produce a cataract im- 
mediately commence to destroy it 
From the full and accurate informa- 
lon given by Hennepin, La Salle, 
Carver, Pike and Long in regard to 
the position of the falls, at the times 
they respectively saw them, the reces- 
sion can be traced from 1680 'to the 
present time 
Mr. Hall has done this 


work well. He says. 


"The work of recession thus began 


was carried on century after century, 
and a gorge was formed past Fort 
Snelling steadily northward. Henne- 
pin sajs in 1680 the islands between 
Fort Snelling and Minneapolis were 
then near the present 16th avenue 
bridge. Up to 1856 when the great 
dikes were placed behind the brink 
of the falls, they had receded 1,018 
feet, about 5.8 feet per year. Captain 
Carver says that in 1763, 90 years be- 
fore the great dikes, he saw the falls 
600 feet below the present falls, 
hence they receded 6.75 feet per year 
during that period. From Hennepin 
to Carver the falls receded nearly 4.8 
feet per year. If the gorge from Fort 
Sncllins to the- present cataract be 
nine miles, 
the 
average 
of these 


movements will give a period of a 
little less than 8,000 years since 


is 791 feet and a half mile below the 
falls it is 711 % feet above sea level, 
thus showing an actual fall of 79V2 
feet within the city of Minneapolis. 
With this immense fall and with a 
width of 1,200 feet they furnish 50,- 
000 horse-power and give greater fa- 
cilities for manufacturing than can 
be found elsewhere. 
They were the 


most potent influence which led to 
the building ®f this great city. 


In 1822 the government of the 


United States made the first attempt 
to utilize the power, when a sawmill 
and a flour-mill were erected near the 
falls. From 1850 the development of 
the power was remarkable. 
The 


rapid recession of the falls in 1868 
threatened the destruction 
of the 


ledge of rocks forming the falls, and 
m 1879 a series of dams and retain- 
ing walls, supplemented by a wooden 
apron, were completed at a cost 
jf nearly $1,000,000, contributed by 
the United States government and 
:he citizens of Minnesota. 


The description of the many and 


/ast establishments propelled by this 
immense water power is reserved for 
\ future letter. But alas! the great 
beauty and grandeur of the falls havs' 
departed forever.

railways

northwest are unequal to the demands 
of a .prosperous country for trans- 
portation. 
Take down your map and 


see how the Northern Pacific and the 
Great 
Northern 
seem 
to stretch 


from everywhere to everywhere, gath- 
ering and distributing, leaving profits 
by the wayside to the producer on 
the ranch, and in mines. These swift 
carriers dart from the coast to the 
Mississippi, making the miles into 
minutes and uniting widely separated 
districts in a common prosperity. For 
years these roads have striven to 
keep pace with the demands of com- 
merce. 


Kvery year has seen improved 


'uad-beds, larger trains, drawn by 
.noie powerful engines at 
higher 


speeds, but the attempt to keep up 
with the requirements of the country 
has been unsuccessful. In the past 
few years these railroads have ex- 
panded fifty per cent, for the hand- 
ling of a business that increased 110 
per cent.

It begins to look as though elec-

Harrisburg, February 12.—There 


is movement on foot to do away with 
the present .State Board of Public 
Charities and create a State Depart- 
ment of Charities, to have charge of 
ceiving state aid. 


The Legislative Commission now 
The Legislature Commission now 


engaged in investigating conditions 
in the state institutions for the care 
and treatment of the insane will have 
a bill introduced in the Legislature 
creating a new department and giv- 
ing to it full power and control over 
the state institutions for the insane 
and general supervision over every 
institution receiving state aid. 
In a 


general way the proposed depart- 
ment will be established much along 
the line of the new State Department 
of Health. 


That the proposed ripping out of 


the Board of Public Charities will 
meet with determined opposition is 
certain. It is known that politics are 
behind the movement and that the 
intentions are to provide a score or 
more of high salaried offices and gain 
control of millions 
of 
dollars in 


buildings and supplies contracts. 


Governor Stuart will let the Capi- 


tal probers have free run. 
After 


counsel has been selected he will let 
the matter of investigating in the 
hands of the committee, although the 
executive will co-operate 
with the 


probers and assist in the investiga- 
tion in every possible manner. 


Mr. Langfltt of Allegheny introduc- 


ed a bill providing for the convention 
to amend the present constitution. 
ihe bill provides that the people 
shall vote on the question at next 
November's election, when three dele- 
gates from each Senatorial district 
shall be chosen. 


The candidates for delegates are 


to be nomniated at the spring pri- 
maries and the convention to be held 
in the hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, beginning December 1st 
next; each delegate shall be paid a 
salary of $1,500 and be allowed $150 
for mileage and postage. 


The Dunsmore two-cent fare bill,

State Railroad Commission. A public 
hearing will be held in a few days to 
give the railroads an opportunity to 
explain their opposition to the pro- 
posed legislation, which is pledged 
the people by Governor Stuart and 
the platforms of all parties. 


A large number of new bills have 


been introduced. Some of the most 
important are: 


Mr. Moore, Allegheny, providing 


that persons and corporations may 
pay county tax in installments. 


Mr. Roberts, Montgomery, prohib- 


iting state officials from accepting 
passes from steam and street railway 
companies and prescribing a penalty 
of from $500 to $5,000, or from ten 
days to one year imprisonment, for 
its violation. 


Mr. Smith, Allegheny, regulating 


and improving civil service in second 
class cities. 


Mr. Blewitt, Lackawanna, provid- 


ing that city and borough teachers' 
institutes be held throughout the 
school year on any five days, or any 
ten half days which the superintend- 
ent may select; prescribing the condi- 
tions upon which appeals may be tak- 
en from the judgment of Aldermen, 
Magistrates and Justices of the Peace. 


Perhaps the most unique measure 


to come before the present Legisla- 
ture was introduced in the House by 
Mr. Hitchcock of Tioga county. In a 
word it calls for an appropriation of 
$1,000,000 for the erection of a state 
institution for inebriates. 
The bill 


discusses the assumed need of such 
an institution at some length. 
It 


relates that "inebriety is the direct 
cause, in a large percentage, of our 
citizenship of mental deterioration, 
which manifests itself in disease, in- 
sanity, pauperism and crime," result- 
ing in great expense to the state. 


Mr. Smith, Allegheny county, pre- 


sented a bill providing for protection 
for working men in cities of the first 
and second classes. It provides that 
where buildings are being erected in 
such cities, employers of labor on the 
same shall place floors at each story 
immediately on completion of the 
structural iron work. 
A liability 


clause is attached. 


Persons in charge of the erection 


of buildings who fail to comply with 
the act may be arrested and kept in 
custody in event of ja workman being 
killed, until the coroner's jury shall
